Major responses included flooding
andtornadoes that impacted 44 counties throughout the state. Another 69,867 state residents took
action to prepare foremegencies by participating in American Red Cross community disaster
educationprograms; and

Whereasthe American Red Cross taught3,790 Wsconsin residents to save lives last year in
first aid, CPR, and automated external defibrillator training. Another 128,433 restients
participatedn American Red Cross aquatic programs; and

Whereas,Red Cross Armed ForceEmegency Services caseworkers transmitted 3,124
emergencymessages for 8consin families of U.Smilitary members, and provided informational
briefing for 6,456 Wsconsin members of the armed forces and their families in 2004; and

Whereasthe American Red Cross served 528,268cdhsin residents last year through various
communityprograms including transportation services, and initiativetoferincome, elderlyand
special-needgopulations; and

WhereasAmerican Red Cross services forsdonsin residents were provided in 2004 by 16,633
dedicatedvolunteers working to carry out the Red Cross mission. In addition, American Red Cross
blood donors throughout the state donated 175,689 units of blood, plasma, and platelets, which helped
patientsin 52 Wisconsin hospitals last year; and

Whereas,joining the American Red Cross as a volunt@aurse participant or instructor
financial contributor or blood donor can help makestbnsin safer; novtherefore, be it
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Resolved by the senate, the assembly concurring, That the members of the itonsin legislature
proclaim the month of March 2005 as American Red Cross Month in the statésobiWin, and
commenahis observance to all citizens; and, be it further
